consciousness that there. are pos- 
sible issues in the future which 
thé American pedple will not sub- 
mit to the decisions of other na- 
tions—no matter what we at pres- 
ent..stipuiate that Americans in 
the future will do—it will guard 
against trouble. 

The consciousness will serve to 
develop sound American policies. 
It will be the basis for the ra- 
tional development and mainten- 
ance of American strength. It 
will give the United States the 
protective and fostering system 
of universal service which will 
be freed from the defects of mili- 
tarism and the dangers of it. 

With an adequate navy and a 
citizen army the United States 
can. safely enter a league of na- 
tions if the league deals with 
realities and with rational pros- 
pects and not with illusions.

FARMS AND SOLDIERS 

Secretary Franklin K. Lane, 
in his annual report, returns to 
the’ project of providing farms 
for returning soldiers. He says 
there are more than 200,000,000 
acres of waste land in the United 
States which can be made into 
farms either by clearing cutover 
forest areas, by drainage, or by 
irrigation. He thinks the most 
immediate employment can be 
furnished soldiers in completing 
western irrigation projects. 

Of all the proposals that have 
been. put. forward to assist the 
returned soldiers this is perhaps 
the most, definite ‘and comprehen- 
sive. It must. prove. beneficial 
‘to the nation as well as to the 
individual soldier. The reclema- 
tion of thousands of acres of land 
will in itself. prove an incaleul- 
able advantage to. the nation; in 
a ‘sense it.is.comparable to the 
annexation of large areas of new 
territory. But of greater import- 
ance, perhaps, is the possiblity it 
affords of giving large numbers 
of men an independent stake in 
the land, thus cheeking the un- 
fortunate movement towards the 
cities and promoting that national 
stability which.must have a pros- 
perous country population for its 
chief foundation. 

The project will require large 
initial appropriations. It will also 
require careful planning and cap- 
able administration. Considered 
apart from other reconstruction 
projects, it might be successfully 
carried out, under the direction of 
Mr. ‘Lane. But in providing farms 
for soldiers we have only partly 
solved: the problem. Other gov- 
ernment departments have put 
forward schemes touching on this 
er that phase of readjustment. 
And all of these departments re- 
quire large appropriations. 

Under.,the present chaotic con- 
ditions there is no agency — not 
even:8 committee of congress — 
to harmonize. these various plans 
or tq.,apportion the amount of 
funds that ought to be devoted 
to.each one.
